When they originally returned to the 
area after a stint downstate, Wilma and 
Marshall Sayles tried to buy the 
Charlevoix County Herald from owner 
George Lisk. Marshall had an impres- 
sive background of newspaper experi- 
ence, beginning with his high school 
job as a humor columnist for the Boyne 
City Shopping News. 

The year was 1952, and Lisk wasn’t 
interested. 

“So we started our own East Jordan 
News,” Wilma said recently. The first 
issue of the broad sheet was published 
Oct. 2, 1952. Marshall was listed as 
editor and publisher, while Wilma was 
the designated business manager. But 
in truth, they were far more — the couple 
handled all the aspects of assembling 
the paper except the actual printing. 

“We did everything from subscrip- 
tion lists to sweeping floors,” Wilma 
acknowledged. “It was a lot of work.” 

Within six months, Lisk was negoti- 
ating through his son Paul (also a news- 
paper owner — the Central Lake Torch) 
to sell the paper and the building. After 
moving in (the present location of Busy 
Bridge Antiques and Gifts), the Sayleses 
combined their two papers into the East 
Jordan News-Herald with the first is- 
sue published July 27, 1953. The annual 
subscription rate was $2.50. 

“We lived in the apartment above the 
office,” said Wilma. Once a telephone 
office, then a dentist's office, it became

In fact, aside 
from her New York University degree 
in drama and journalism, Pierdinock 
embarked on her publishing venture in 
March with few of the traditional tools 
for success. 

She had a computer, but didn’t know 
how to use it. In fact, until last month, 
she didn’t even have a regular source of 
electricity to run it. 

“I'd really like to credit the people at 
Enterprise Learning Lab in East Jor- 
dan,” she said. (Although a resident of 
Antrim County, Pierdinock’s mail and 
school taxes are East J ordan-oriented.) 
“T just went to them and told them what 
I wanted to do and asked them to help 


me. I could never have done it without 
them.”

There are many “nightmare stories” 
connected with that first publication, 
timed for the June 21 summer solstice. 

In spite of her training, the fledgling 
editor’s desktop publishing skills had 
to be honed by trial and error. A solar- 
panel power supply meant work time at 
home was limited. 

And when that cherished first news- 
letter was finally complete, the storage 
disc was chewed by one of her toddler 
twins. The entire 12-page publication 
had to be redone. 

The content of that first issue — fea- 
turing contributors from Fife Lake to 
Ishpeming — included articles that 
ranged from providing an herbal ser- 
vice to the best time for gathering flow- 
ers. 

With all that behind her and that long- 
awaited first issue in her hand, 
Pierdinock turned her attention to dis- 
tribution. 

Copies were mailed to a long list of 
like-minded friends, while others went 
to area chambers of commerce and natu- 
ral food stores. 

Many were also given away at festi- 
vals and flea markets, where 
Pierdinock’s displays typically include 
“wild jelly” (high-bush cranberries and 
mountain ash berries are a favored com- 
bination) along with crackers for sam- 
pling, various herbs and medicinals - 
even herbal cigarettes. 

None of the items is for sale, how- 
ever. “The idea is to encourage people 
to satisfy their natural curiosity.” 
Pierdinock said. “Everything is there to 
touch and feel and smell — and that sets 
off more questions.” 

With the second issue just completed. 
the ambitious author is already making 
plans for further improvements. She 
expects the winter edition of Merhal 
Voices to be “double the size” of the 
first two, as greater circulation stimu- 
lates more interest and input.

Although 15 to 19 year-olds 
comprise only 7.1 percent of the driver 
population, they add up to 11.5 percent 
of all drivers in fatal crashes and 10.1 
percent of all drinking drivers in fatal 
crashes, ‘according to the Michigan Of- 
fice of Highway Safety Planning. In 
1993, 167 teens between the ages of 16 
and 20 were killed in automobile crashes 
in Michigan. Of those, nearly 36 per- 
cent were alcohol involved. 

The student entry deadline is January 
31, 1995. In all, the state contest gives 
out 42 cash prizes: first place, high 
school division, State Finalists receive 
$200; junior high division, $150; and 
elementary division, $100.

Heating system tips

It can also be 
produced when ranges or 
grills are used for space 
heating and when chim- 
neys or vents are blocked, 
flues are rusted and ap- 
pliances are faulty or im- 
properly installed. The 


of carbon monoxide poi- 
soning are a stinging sen- 
sation in the eyes, dizzi- 
ness, weakness and re- 
peated nausea or head- 
aches. High amounts of 
carbon monoxide can be 
fatal. 

If the presence of car- 
bon monoxide is sus- 
pected, call Consumers 
Power at 1-800-477-5050 
or a licensed mechanical 
contractor immediately. 

To ensure the safe op- 
eration of your heating 
system you should do the 
following: 

* Check furnace air fil- 
ter monthly and replace it 
when needed. 


* Replace worn belts 
on blower an lubricate 
bearings or motor if re- 
quired. 

* Keep furnace blower 
door closed. Never oper- 
ate furnace with door 
open. 

¢ Make certain furnace 
vent is in good shape and 
connected to chimney. 

* Routinely observe the 
condition of chimney for 
obstructions. After run- 
ning the furnace for five 
minutes to heat chimney, 
feel close to draft hood or 
vent pipes for exhaust 
leaks. Do not operate fur- 
nace if exhaust if leaking 
inside.

Don’t take your tires for granted 
Get a grip on winter driving 


They are the first line of defense 
between your car and the road. They are 
also easy to overlook and often are 
taken for granted, but tires need to be 
checked regularly to ensure their long 
life and safe driving. 

In winter, tires are especially prone to 
weather-related maladies, AAA Michi- 
gan cautions. Tire pressure fluctuates 
more with changing temperatures and 
slick roads can be dangerous when worn 
tires are used. 

“The best way to avoid tire trouble is 
to maintain proper tire pressure and 
regularly examine tread wear,” said 
AAA Michigan Automotive Services 
Director Gerald Gutowski. 

First, make sure the tires are right for 
the car and driving conditions. Tires 
should be of the same size and brand. 
Radials should not be mixed with 
bias-ply tires. Snow tires should be 
mounted on the drive wheels, front or 
Tear.

Fall gardening tips 
to wrap up season

for preparing gardens and grounds 
for cold weather. In October or No- 


vember: 

¢ Cut back perennials to ground 
level — this eliminates a possible 
route for disease and keeps your 
yard looking neat. 

* Be certain to rake and remove 


all leaves from the lawn. If left on 
the lawn over winter, leaves can 
mat and smother the grass. 

» Remove annuals,. but don’t 
throw them away — begin a com- 
post pile. Add some fertilizer to 
speed the decomposition process. 
Shredding the plants also helps. 

« After flower beds are pulled and 
before the ground freezes, prepare . 
your beds for the coming year. Turn 
the soil to the depth of one shovel 
and work in organic material — 

_either compost or peat moss. 


A tire 
that is 25 percent underinflated can lose 
20 percent of its life. 

Examine the tread on the tires. Even 
tread wear is desired and will occur 
when a car’s suspension, including 
shocks and struts, is in good condition. 
The wheels must be aligned and prop- 
erly balanced, while tires need to be 
fully inflated. Some tread wear prob- 
lems and possible solutions include: 

*When one side of the tire is wearing 
more than the other, wheel alignment 
should be checked and adjusted. =, 

¢When the center of the tire is wear- 
ing first, it is probably overinflated. 
Reduce air pressure. 

*When both edges are wearing faster 
than the center, the tire is underinflated.

*Uneven wear or a “chopped” tread 
pattern is usually caused by an 
out-of-balance wheel balanced or worn 
component replaced. 

*When the tread is worn across two or 
more grooves, or is less than 1/8 inch 
deep, the tire should be replaced. 

Despite precautions tires do go flat, 
often when least convenient. If a tire 
needs to be changed at home or on the 
road, make certain the car is on level 
ground, engage the parking brake and 
place a block or rock behind the wheels 
to keep the vehicle from rolling. Con- 
sult the vehicle owner’s manual for the 
correct position and operation of the 
jack, Before raising the wheel, loosen 
the lug nuts to keep it from spinning

the home of the couple and their 12-year-old daugh- 
ter, making it convenient to live and breath newspa- 
per. 

The presses were there too — letter press, with heavy 
duty machinery that Wilma claims she and Marshall 
knew nothing about. 

“Nick Hamilton of Charlevoix ran the linotype,” 
she said, “and we had a high school boy — Dave Clark 
— to help.” 

With the advent of offset printing, the Sayles were 
able to get rid of the huge machines. They began 
producing a lay-out of the paper and sending it off to 
be printed, first at Central Lake, then in Boyne City. 
All their photographs were taken by Bill and Doris 
Huckle, Wilma proudly noted. 

But in 1967, a different bug bit the Sayles — snow- 
mobiles. Marshall went out to cover a safari in the 
Jordan Valley and decided he wanted to be a part of 
the infant industry. Without leaving the newspaper 
business, the couple figured out a way to become 
deeply involved in their new interest. 

That summer, they sold the News-Herald to Gregg 
Smith, and in the same building began publishing the 
Michigan Snowmobiler Magazine. The first issue was 
October, 1967. 

Marshall passed away, but Wilma still owns the 
Snowmobiler, although Lyle and Nancy Shipe pro- 
vide all the actual management of the magazine. 
Wilma attributes much of the Snowmobiler’s spec- 
tacular success to them. 

Some of Wilma’s appreciation surely comes from 
knowing the amount of work involved in putting 
together a publication. What she said she can’t under- 
stand is all the electronic technology of modern news- 
paper publishing. 

“It makes everything I ever knew about newspaper 
work obsolete!” she remarked. 

The News-Herald didn’t last long without the Sayles 
family. Smith and Gregg Smith, Jr. soon found it more 


economically feasible to combine the paper with their 
Boyne City newspaper, the Boyne Citizen. They called 
the paper the Charlevoix County Press, and success- 
fully covered both towns — at least for a period of time. 
Through anumber of ownership changes, East Jordan 
news gradually lost importance. 

During its heyday, at the beginning of the Smith 
ownership, the Press featured several columnists and 
reporters from East Jordan, including Marshall. He 
continued to contribute his pointed, humorous com- 
ment on anything and everything in Thoughts from 
Outer Space. 

That’s also when Jinny Giacomelli got her hands, 
which had been involved in almost every other orga- 
nization in East Jordan, into the newspaper business. 

Jinny (nee Kaake), an East Jordan native, said she 
was persuaded by Smith, Jr. to be “women’s editor” 
of the weekly, as well as an ad consultant.

She 
was so good at selling, she ended up working for the 
ADvertiser and Penny Stretcher weekly shoppers. 

Jinny stuck with newspaper work for 14 years, 
during which she was also an East Jordan city council 
representative eight years and mayor in 1976. She 
always says she entered the world of journalism 
“against my better judgment,” but listening to her talk 
about the work, and especially about her associates 
over the years, it’s difficult to believe she didn’t love 
It. 

Jinny still lives in East Jordan, and like Wilma, 
mourns the death of her beloved husband. The two 
ladies are friends, and sometimes reminisce about 
newspaper times. Although they never officially 
worked on the same paper, they wrote about each 
other’s activities on their respective sheets. And both 
say the same about their years in the field — that they 
met many wonderful and memorable people. 

Wilma lives in Boyne City now, where she was 
born and raised. But, like Jinny, she keeps her ties to 
East Jordan, feeling very much a part of both commu- 
hities. 

Such feelings are more than appropriate — the ladies 
having had their fingers on the pulse of the commu- 
nity for a combined total of 29 years!
